Teachers strike today, 
year to finish Friday

Elementary schools and kinder¬ 
gartens throughout the country are 
to be dosed today following the 
decision of the Histadmt Teachers 
Union yesterday to renew sanctions 
in light of the deadlock in the nego¬ 
tiations with the government. 

The elementary schools and kin¬ 
dergartens are to begin at 10 a.m. 
tomorrow and on Thursday, and the 
school year will end on Friday. 
There wfll be no classes on Sunday 
and report cards will not be distri¬ 
buted. 

Education Ministry spokesman 
Israel Cohen said yesterday that it 
was intolerable to call the strike 
while negotiations were in process. 
Over the past few days, he said, 
union representatives and senior 
Education Ministry and Treasury 
officials had been conducting inten¬ 
sive talks and had begun to consoli¬ 
date new proposals which would 
both cut Education Ministry expend¬ 
itures and. enable the ministry to 
rescind die bulk of dismissal notices 
which had been sent to tenured 


teachers. 

Histadrut Teachers Union 
secretary-general Yitzhak Welber 
accused the ministry of irresponsibil¬ 
ity in firing tenured teachers by what 
he called randomly pushing a button 
on a computer. 

Cohen retorted that the ' union 
displayed irresponsibility in choos¬ 
ing to spoil the end of school year 
celebrations. 

Cohen also accused the union of 
playing the strike trump card rather 
than forfeit it because the school 
year was coming to a dose. 

A strike at this time, said Welber, 
should be seen as a clear message to 
the government, “and if the govern¬ 
ment doesn't get the message, we'U 
start the new school year in the same 
way as we finished the old." 

The dismissals and unpaid wage 
benefits are the crux of the battle 
between the teachers union and the 
government. Several months ago the 
teachers union bad agreed to a re¬ 
quest by Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon to forgo certain wage benefits 
for one year only, but bad subse¬ 
quently retracted their agreement. 
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if no progress on Taba

Prime Minister Peres warned the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and De¬ 
fence Committee yesterday that 
Israel’s relations with Egypt would 
deteriorate if no progress were made 
on the Taba dispute. 

Peres said there was no question 
of relations “merely going back to 
square one." There would be a re¬ 
lapse, he cautioned. 

However, he stressed, he had no 
intention of handing in his resigna¬ 
tion to President Herzog if he did not 
get a government decision on 
arbitration. 

“At the same time I want it to be 
dear that I take the Taba issue 
seriously and that I don't intend to 
take a tack seat in the cabinet like a 


pensioner,” he said. 

As long as the cabinet could not 
reach an agreed stand on arbitration 
in principle, he said, there was no 
way of ascertaining what terms of 
reference Egypt had in mind for the 
arbitrators. • 

Peres said he had won Egypt over 
to Vice-Premier and Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Yitzhak Shamir's view that talks 
with Egypt range over the entire 
gamut of differences, and not focus 
solely on Taba as the Egyptians first 
asked. Now it was up to Shamir to 
make a gesture which could help 
bridge the gap. he said. 

By taking no decision now on 
arbitration. Peres said, we send out a 
signal that we are powerless to take a

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Returning Shi’ites say 
more due next week 


TYRE (Reuter). - Thirty-one 
Lebanese freed from prison in Israel 
arrived here yesterday and one said 
he had been told that more would be 
released next week. 

Hundreds of relatives and Shi'ite 
mili tiam en greeted the freed prison¬ 
ers. Wearing red and black jogging 
suits, the released men knelt in the 
sand outside the International Com¬ 
mittee of the Red Cross office here 
to celebrate their release with an 


open-air prayer. 

The militiamen and relatives 
joined them, chanting, “Allah is 
great. There is no god but Allah." 
They also shouted Iranian revolu¬ 
tionary slogans and warned: “Be¬ 
ware. enemies, we are coming." 

The 31 were taken by Israeli 
troops from the Atlit detention cen¬ 
tre in a convoy of trucks, which made 
its way on internal roads to avoid the 
traffic congestion of the main coast 
road, to Rosh Hanikra. The prison¬ 
ers sat on the floors of the trucks, 
their hands bound in front of them. 

The Atlit guards prevented Israeli 
and foreign journalists from viewing 
the release from close up, and some 


journalists said they would complain 
to the IDF spokesman. 

A - Defence Ministry spokesman in 
Tel Aviv said those freed from Atlit 
were 26 Shi'ites and five Sunni Mos¬ 
lems. Israel still holds 735 Shi'ites. 
Palestinians and other Arabs out of 
1,200 moved from South Lebanon in 
April. 

Hundreds of men, women and 
children rushed to meet the yellow 
school bus which brought the prison¬ 
ers to this southern port city from the 
border under ICRC and UN escort. 

Many wept when re-united with 
sons and brothers, others wept in 
disappointment that their men were 
not among those freed. 


One of the former prisoners. 
Youssef Mohammed, said the 
Israelis had told him another batch 
of prisoners would be freed next 
week. He also told Reuters he had 
been beaten at Atlit. 


Others said the Israelis had forced 
them to keep their hands over their 
heads for several hours at a time. 
“We were treated like animals.” said 
24-year-old Radwan Abdel Rida. 


U.S. rejects Bern call 
for withdrawal of fleet

WASHINGTON. - The Reagan 
administration yesterday rejected a 
new demand by Lebanese Shi’ite 
leader Nabih Berri that U.S. 
warships attached to the 6th Fleet in 
the eastern Mediterranean move 
away from the coast of Lebanon (See 
related story - p.2). 

Secretary of Defence Caspar 
Weinberger made clear that the 
ships were there to stay. He said 
there was good reason for their pre¬ 
sence there. “You can't really iden¬ 
tify all of the turns and rwjsts that this 
very unhappy episode might take,” 
Weinberger said. His remarks 
seemed to leave open .a military 


option in attempting to deal with the 
continued hijacking of the TWA 
airliner with 37 passengers and three 
crew members. 

President Reagan on Sunday 
ruled out any military response, but 
other U.S. officials yesterday pri¬ 
vately sought to move away from the 
President's seemingly flat assertion. 

“The fleet is not in Lebanese wa¬ 
ters," White House spokesman Lar¬ 
ry Speakes told reporters yesterday 
when asked about Bern's new’ de¬ 
mand. “Other than that, I don't have 


any comment.

A seven-year-old boy was badly 
wounded yesterday evening when be 
stepped on a home-made explosive 
device hidden among some rocks 
□ear a bus stop in Jerusalem's Neveh 
Ya'acov neighbourhood. 

Hananya Alon “flew in the air" 
when the pipe-bomb exploded at 
5,50 p.m., eyewitnesses told repor¬ 
ters. 

Police sources told The Jerusalem 
Past that the device was similar in 
make to two bombs that exploded 
harmlessly last week in Ramot and 
French Hill. 

They said that it is “likely" that 
the same person is responsible for 
planting all three devices, and that 
the handiwork of the bomb indicates 


it is the work of a lone terrorist. 

The bomb’s explosive was gun¬ 
powder emptied from bullets, and 
mixed with matchheads: the explo¬ 
sive was packed with nails into a 
short plumber’s pipe. Police esti¬ 
mated that the explosive in the pipe 
weighed about 150 grams. 

Several Arabs Found in the area 
after the explosion were arrested by 
police, who arrived on the scene 
within minutes of the blast. But most 
of the anested men were released 
last night. 

A team of 10 surgeons at Hadas- 
sah Hospital on Mt. Scopus operated 
on the boy for several hours last 
night. 

The police last night called on the 
public to be on the alert for suspi¬ 
cious objects. 


Showdown with Shi’itei 
possible, says Rabin

that Israel may be heading for a 
showdown with the Shi'ites in 
Lebanon because the extremists 
in that community have been 
calling the shots. 


It was not clear who exactly was 
behind the hijacking of the TWA 
plane - to what extent it was the 
extremist Hezbollah or even some 
units within Amal whose loyalty to 
Bern is dubious. Rabin said. 


said, “we may have to enter into a 
confrontation with Amal." He made 
it clear, however, it would be aimed 
at reaching some sort of an Isrueli- 
Shi'ite co-existence.

Rabin was the concluding speaker 
at a symposium on the situation in 
Lebanon following the Israeli with¬ 
drawal. organized by the Dayan 
Centre for Middle Eastern and Afri¬ 
can Studies at the Tel Aviv Universi¬ 
ty- 

The defence minister was dearly 
concerned that the Amal units loyal 
to Nabih Beni may not be able to 
contain the extremists. 


Israel hasn't had much trouble 
with Amal in South Lebanon since 
April 1, Rabin noted, pointing out 
that all attacks were directed at the 
security zone and did not result in 
the death of a single Israeli soldier or 
civilian. 


Turning to Syria. Rabin reported 
that Damascus has been thinning its 
forces in Lebanon. 


But the leadership stru gg le could 
change all this, Rabin suggested. He 
noted that so far Amal has not been 
prepared to reach even a secret deal 
with Israel. And the struggle with 
the extremists may lead it to form an 
alliance with the PLO, be said. 


Speaking one day after Beirut 
radio stations reported that Israeli 
warplanes flew reconnaissance runs 
over Syrian-controlled east Leba¬ 
non. Rabin said the Syrians showed 
“clear signs'* of thinning out their 
presence there but he still did not 
know bv how mueh. 


He argued that Beirut has become 
a haven for airplane hijackers, not¬ 
ing that the Shi'ites have hijacked 
eight planes since March 1983 - 
including the TWA aircraft. 

The latest hijacking came at rhe 
“least opportune time" as far as 
Israel's relations with the U.S. and 
Amal are concerned, he said. 

“It is in effect a test for Amal and 
its leadership in their revalry with 
the extremist elements." he said. 


Amal does not have the power to 
control rhe 250.000 Palestinians be¬ 
tween Beirut and Tyre, even with 
the support of the Shi’ite brigade in 
the Lebanese army. So it is possible 
that Amal and the PLO could con¬ 
clude a deal whereby the PLO recog¬ 
nizes Amal's supremacy in that re¬ 
gion in return for freedom to use 
South Lebanon as a base for attacks 
on Israel, Rabin said. 

If such a deal does emerge, he 


He added, however, that the Sy¬ 
rians will probably still leave a big 
force in ihe area for the time being. 
But as time passes and the situation 
stabilizes. “1 will not be surprised if a 
big Syrian force docs quit Lebanon." 
he said. 

Nevertheless. Rabin added, the 
Syrians have been increasing their 
strength very rapidly over the past 
three years. He said he doubted the 
Syrians would have accomplished in 
ten years what they have done since 
the 1982 war - and that was because 
of the war in Lebanon. Every war 
boosts military buildup, he said. 


U.S. and Peres are "not rammunicating’ 


The Beirut hostage crisis has high¬ 
lighted an ongoing deterioration in 
communication between Jerusalem 
and Washington which is worrying 
well-placed observers in both capit¬ 
als. 


This deterioration is exacerbated 
by Premier Fteres's failure to push his 
proposals on Taba through the inner 
cabinet. In Washington this failure is 
regarded as a blight on the recently- 
revived hopes of extending the peace 
process to Jordan and the Palesti¬ 



nians. 


During the present hostage crisis, 
communication between the two 
governments has been spasmodic 
and replete with misunderstandings, 
it is reliably learned. Each side has 
sought to “read between the lines" 
of foe other's public rhetoric and 
private media-manipulation. There 


has been little frank and confidential 
consultation. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin's 
angry appearance on ABC television 
last Wednesday night was one reflec¬ 
tion of this failure by foe two allies to 
communicate confidentially. Israel 
was chagrined at what it saw as the 
administration’s behind-the-scenes 
bid to stir up public opinion against 
Jerusalem. 

Yesterday's release of the 31 
Shi’ites from Atlit was an example of 
Israel acting as it believes foe U.S. 
would wish it to act; but there was 


apparently no prior effort to consult, 
or even to ascertain that Washington 
would in fact welcome foe move. 

Plainly there are psychological 
factors involved here. The top Israeli 
policy-makers, having been badly 
shaken by foe reactions both at 
home and abroad to their release of 
foe 1,150 Palestinians last month, 
may be finding it difficult to.discuss 
foe present crisis openly and in¬ 
timately with the highest echelons in 
Washington. The Israeli leaders 
know they are held, in part at least, 
to blame for America's predica¬ 
ment. 

On a logistic level, some observers 
are attributing the deterioration in 
communications between foe two 
countries to the departure from Tel 
Aviv of Ambassador Samuel Lewis. 
The Israel government maintained a

BEIRUT. - Sbi’ite leader Nabib 
Beni yesterday warned that U.S. 
warships off Lebanon’s coast must 
withdraw before any of the 40 Amer-' 
ican hijack hostages hefd in Beihit 
can be freed. 

Beni, Lebanon’s justice minister 
and lynchpin between the hostages 
and Shi’ite hijackers in the 11-day 
drama, added the new condition as 
Israel sent borne 31 of 766 Lebanese 
detainees. 

The gunmen want all freed before 
they will release the American pas¬ 
sengers and crew seized aboard a 
TWA flight flying from Athens to 
Rome on June 14. 

Bern dismissed Israel’s release 
yesterday of 26 Shi'ites and five 
Sunni Moslems as a “political zig¬ 
zag." 

Previously, the hijackers insisted 
only on the freedom of the prisoners 
transferred by Israeli troops to Atlit 
in April. 

As the 31 prisoners were handed 
over to the International Red Cross 
in the Israeli-controlled South Leba¬ 
non security zone, Bern told repor¬ 
ters the 37 passengers and three 
crewmen will remain captives until 
the remaining 735 prisoners are 
freed. 

"The advance of the 6th Fleet 
towards our shores forces us to add 
one mote condition - this time for 
the Amai movement- and that is the 
withdrawal of the 6th Fleet from our 
coast,” Beni said. 

Bern, who heads some 6.000 
Amai militiamen, has repeatedly 
said the hijackers are not part of his 
movement, but stressed be supports 
their demands. 

Akef Haidar. Axnai’s potitbuiro 
chief, told reporters soon after: 
“President Reagan knows that he 
can't make any military operation... 
everybody knows that the marines 
can take over Lebanon in one 
stroke, but he can’t really free the 
hostages by force. He would pass 
over their dead bodies. 


" We’re'not going to kill them. but 
Pm sure that if he shells the area he'll 
kill them before he kills us. He 
(Reagan) knows he can’t handle this 
thing with an army. Israel thought so 
and everybody knows what hap¬ 
pened to them." 

Haidar said Amai has not set am 
deadline for the release of the 
Lebanese held in Israel. But he said 
that if Washington does cot pressure 
Israel to free the men soon, "we 
won’t be mediators any more." 

Israel maintained that the release 
of the Lebanese prisoners is not 
linked to the hijackers’ demands. 
But the Israelis have said all the Atlit 
prisoners will eventually be freed as 
peace is restored to South Lebanon. 

Bern said that Reagan was bound 
by a 1982 pledge by his former 
Middle East envoy Philip Habib to 
secure the release' of all of Israel’s 
prisoners. 

He said Habib signed a pledge to 
the Lebanese Government to safe¬ 
guard prisoners held by Israel and 
implement international agreements 
affecting them. 

“This pledge is still effective...it is 
compulsory for the United States to 
call on Israel to release the detainees 
and send them back to their country, 
with or without any plane incident."

the Americans. 

When the U.S. finally won the 
freedom of the American hostages in 
Iran in 1981. after 444 days of captiv¬ 
ity, the U.S. promised the Iranians it 
would not retaliate militarily against 
them. The precedent, U.S. officials 
have conceded, has been set. 

President Reagan, recognizing the 
mounting outcry and sense of frus¬ 
tration in the U.S. over the TWA 
hijacking, yesterday cancelled his 
plans to spend some ten days for the 
July 4 U.S. Independence Day holi¬ 
day at his ranch in California. He will 
remain in Washington. 

'The president just thinks it's best* 
for him to remain here in the White 
House while those people are being 
held over there, rather than go to the 


ranch for the Fourth of July." 
Speakes said. 

In briefing reporters on the hijack¬ 
ing ordeal. Speakes said the situa¬ 
tion has remained basically un¬ 
changed. “Our diplomatic efforts 
continue," he said, repeating what 
Reagan and Shultz had said on Sun¬ 
day - namely that Israel's release of 
the 31 prisoners “was an Israeli mat¬ 
ter, taken under Israeli law. and 
there was no link to the hijacking." 

Speakes refused to characterize 
the Israeli action in any way, 
although privately LLS. officials wel¬ 
comed the move. ‘‘We haven't pasr 
sed judgment on it," Speakes said. 
“It’s a decision made by the Israelis 
and a matter for the Israelis. So, I 
don’t think we’ll comment either 
way on it.” 

The New York Times yesterday 
quoted an unnamed high ranking 
U.S. official as saying the adminis¬ 
tration was now involved in a deli¬ 
cate “two-track” approach. One has 
been the consistent refusal to accept 
the hijackers’ demands. The other, 
which is largely secret, the official 
said, involves consideration of va¬ 
rious plans, including the participa¬ 
tion of other countries, in trying to 
fashion a solution that does aot 
undermine American principles. 

Neither Speakes nor Kalb bad any 
comment on a news report that the 
two original hijackers were much 
more dosely associated with Bern’s 
Amai military than originally re¬ 
ported. The report said that one of 
the hijackers was formerly a body¬ 
guard of Bern's and that both are 
now Amai security leaders in Beirut.

The Knesset Immigration and

BEERSHEBA. - The Ashkelon 
Magistrate's Court yesterday reman¬ 
ded Yehuda Avital. 43, of Beershe- 
ba into custody for 10 days as the 
suspected killer of army reservist 
David Felsen. 35, of Eilat, whose 
body was discovered near Kibbutz 
Kisufim in the western Negev two 
weeks ago. Avital denied all charges 
against him. 

Felsen failed to return to his unit at 
Tze’elim, some 20 kilometres from 
where the body was found, on Sun¬ 
day, June 9, after a two-dav leave. 
His body was found by chance the 
next dny in some bushes near the 
kibbutz. 

Police Su peri nten dan t Haim Zol- 
fian, head of the special team investi¬ 
gating the murder, showed the judge 
evidence linking Avital to Felsen 
and, more specifically, to Felsen’s 
wife. 

Avital seemed in good spirits in 
court yesterday, and freely admitted 
that be was very close to Felsen. his 
wife, and children. He then re¬ 
counted how on Thursday, June 6. 
he got a telephone call from Felsen, 
who had just spent some time in the 
Beduin market here and was at the 


Beersheba bus station waiting for a 
bus back to his base. Avital offered 
to drive him there in his brother’s 
jeep. 

The jeep got stuck on the way, and 
Felsen hitchhiked back to Beersheba 
with two soldiers in a car. The next 
day. Felsen called again to ask if 
Avital got back safely. Avital in¬ 
sisted drat that was their last con¬ 
versation, and denied any connec¬ 
tion with the murder. 

The judge noted that although 
there is evidence that the murder 
was committed by terrorists, there is 
also evidence that it may have been a 
crime of passion, given the suspect's 
alleged involvement with Felsen’s 
wife. He therefore agreed to the 
police request to remand Avital into 
custody for 10 days.

Israel's drinking water may soon taste better and 
people who drink it could possibly become less prone to 
cancer, according to experts at the Ministry of Science 
and Development. 

In Haifa today, Mekorot officials will join a group of 
Israeli and foreign scientists in their first follow-up check 
of a new water treatment plant next to Kibbutz Alumot 
in the Galilee. 

The result of seven years of research led by Technion 
Prof. Alberto Wadis and Hebrew University Prof. Hiliel 
Shuval, the Alumot plant purifies Kiuneret water with¬ 
out use of chlorine, the popular disinfectant that not only 
imparts a strange taste to water but could - under certain 
circumstances - produce carcinogenic substances when 
coming into contact with organic matter. 

Instead, the Alumot plant uses ozone gas, which is 
introduced as the water passes through the throe stages 
of purification - removal of foreign bodies, filtration and 
disinfection. 


The prototype plant, funded by the ministry’s National 
Council for Research and Development (NCRD), has an 
output of 150 cubic metres an hour, enough to provide 
ample drinking water for 15.000 persons. Alumot water 
is already being piped to nearby settlements, hotels and a 
hospital. 

Dr. Miriam Waidman. director of the NCRD’s life 
sciences division, told The Jerusalem Post yesterday; 
“The purity level of Alumot water will be high enough so 
as to enable its use for dilution of local well water having 
relatively high nitrate concentrations.** 

Waidman, who headed the steering committee that 
oversaw the research for the Alumot plant, added: “We 
produce the ozone gas locally, though the process 
requires lots of energy. Nevertheless, we hope the ozone 
process will eventually be able to serve as a practical 
alternative for chlorine treatment of water, to avoid the 
chloro-organic residues that have been identified as 
potential carcinogens."

- The 
Nazareth District Court is currently 
trying a malpractice suit brought 
against two doctors by a widow for 
their alleged failure to diagnose the 
cancer which brought about what 
she called the “untimely” death of 
her husband. 

The suit is brought against Dr. 
David Cohen, of the Ha’emek Hos¬ 
pital in Afula, Prof. Gideon Marin of 
the Carmel Hospital in Haifa and 
Kupat Holim Clalit as the employer 
of the two doctors. 

The doctors have denied the 
allegations. 

According to. the suit, dentist Mar 
Edison began suffering from chest 
pains in 1979. He was X-rayed in 
Afula and told be suffered fromhigh 
blood pressure. 

He was later sent to the Carmel 
Hospital in Haifa for tests which 


showed he was suffering from a heart 
ailmeut, and in April of last year he 
underwent triple by-pass surgery. 

Edison’s health continued to de¬ 
teriorate, and he decided to consult 
Prof. Borman of Hadassah Hospital 
in Jerusalem, bringing him the X- 
rays taken at the Afula hospital. 
After examining the X-rays, Bor¬ 
man suspected cancer in Edison's 
right lung. A biopsy confirmed his 
suspicions. Because of the advanced 
stage of the disease, an operation 
was impossible, and a short while 
after starting radiation treatment 
and chemotherapy, Edison died. 

The defence is claiming that there 
is no connection between Edison's 
cancer and the signs from the four- 
year-old X-rays, and that Edison’s 
life expectancy was short because of 
his weak heart.

Coincidentally, and unfortunate¬ 
ly, thq decline seems to have set in 
since Secretary of Stare George 
Shultz's visit to the region in the 
second week of May. His talks at 
that time in Jerusalem, Cairo and 
Akaba fortified his resolve to “re¬ 
engage” American effort and energy 
in Middle "East diplomacy.

At first Peres was able to cooper¬ 
ate by managing, despite incessant 
Likud pressure, to avoid an explicit 
veto of all past members of the 
“Palestine National Council” as 
possible negotiating partners. Shultz 
for his part stayed firm in ruling oat 
the PLO itself, and in opposing an 
international conference. 

But the premier's inability to push 
the rapprochement “package deal” 
with Egypt through his own inner 
cabinet was a severe blow. Peres 
hims elf has argued ail along that 
progress with Egypt is a necessary 
prelude to progress on the broader 
peace front. 

It is seen this way in the American 
scheme of things too. Peres's failure 
to lead his government to a deal with 
Egypt renders him, in American 
eyes, quite incapable of maneuver¬ 
ing towards a negotiation involving 
the Palestinians. The Americans 
feel, too, that this is how the Arab 
moderates will inevitably react to 
Peres’s perceived weakening at 
home. 

Washington is acutely conscious, 
too, of Peres's mounting economic 
troubles as the economic package 
deal approaches its expiry.

Metufla pupils ‘adopt* 
Ukrainian boy

A group of seventh-grade pupils 
•and their families in Metulla have., 
(“adopted” a Ukranian Jewish boy 
whose family has been denied exit 
visas to Israel by the Soviet author¬ 
ities. 

The boy, Vadim Sherago, like his 
Israeli foster siblings, celebrated his 
bannitzva this year - but without 
any festivities. His parents have 
been out of work for seven years 
after applying for their visas. 

His father, an engineer, has been 
reduced to the status of an unskilled 
labourer, and gets odd jobs only 
occasionally, while bis mother, a 
music teacher is unemployed. 

Eveiy week Vadim gets a phone 
call from Metulla. A Russian- 
speaking teacher, Aniala, acts as 
interpreter. The Metulla youngsters 
distribute literature on the plight of 
Soviet Jewry and collect contribu¬ 
tions for each pamphlet to fund the 
price of the calls. 

And, whether as a cause or an 
effect of Peres’ weakness, Rabin is 
perceived as hardening his stance 
against Washington’s ideas for prog¬ 
ress on the Jordanian-Palestinian 
front. 

Shultz's disappointment with the 
Labour leadership was compounded 
by King Hussein of Jordan's failure 
to offer an unequivocal commitment 
to “non-belligerency” during his 
visit to Washington. This was to have 
bound both Jordan and the (Arafat- 
led) PLO for the duration of the 
envisioned negotiations - and to 
have impacted favourably on Israeli 
public opinion. 

The upshot of all this is that the 
“Hussein initiative” is presently in 
uncertain abeyance. The king him¬ 
self is said to be in a depressed and 
disenchanted frame of mind. He has 
not delivered (cannot deliver?) a list 
of Palestinian negotiators. There is 
no certainty that the projected meet¬ 
ing between Assistant Secretary of 
State Richard Murphy and a 
J ordani a n- Pal estini an team will take 
place in Amman next week or the 
week after, as originally Scheduled. 

The Americans, meanwhile, are 
eyeing with increasing anxiety - and 
disturbingly decreasing intimacy - 
the sagging resolve of the other puta¬ 
tive peace partner, Shimon Peres.

The International Jewish Com¬ 
mittee on Interreligious Consulta¬ 
tions has written to the Vatican, 
expressing disappointment at the re¬ 
cent Vatican statement on the Jews. 
The statement, which tells Roman 
Catholics how to present Jews and 
Judaism, stresses the Jewish roots of 
Christianity, but Judaism is not seen 
as “a legitimate path to salvation.” 
and the Jews are said to have been 
“chosen by God to prepare the com¬ 
ing of Christ.” 

The statement is the third in a 
series of Vatican documents on the 
Jews. The first two, in 1965 and 
1975. were warmly received by Jews. 
The third statement is regarded as 
“regressive.” 

The International Jewish Com¬ 
mittee says that “Israel has been 
emptied of its conrent” and regrets 
that no mention is made of its right to 
exist. The committee says that Juda¬ 
ism is “defined only in Christian 


categories” and that the 2.0011 >ear 
history of anti-Semitism is ignored. 
The absence of astrongstatement on 
the Nazi Holocaust is also regretted. 

The committee says that, while 
anti-Semitism is condemned, “the 
inferior position assigned to Jews in 
the Divine design constitutes a 
theological barrier in the way of true 
dialogue.” 

The committee regrets the failure 
to recognize that the “continuing 
status of the Jews as the chosen 
people implies the validity of the 
divine promise of the Land of 
(Israel) to the Jews.” There is no 
reason for the Vatican to withhold its 
full recognition of the State of Israel. 

The committee hopes that the 
promise of improved relations be¬ 
tween Catholics and Jews, implicit in 
the earlier documents, will not be 
nullified by this most recent Vatican 
statement. (Analysis by Geoffrey

U J A hopes to raise $745m.

The United Jewish Appeal ex¬ 
pects to raise $745 million this year - 
half of it for Israel and the rest for 
local Jewish needs - compared to 
S678 million in the last campaign. 

Stanley Horowitz, president of the 
UJA, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that American Jewry have 
responded well to “Operation 
Moses.” the special campaign aimed 
at raising funds for the absorption of 
Ethiopian Jewry. “The success of 
the campaign has demonstrated the 
continuing commitment of Amer¬ 
ican Jewry to the rescue of Jews in 
distress,” he said. 

Since taking office a year ago. 


Horowitz has streamlined ii> opera¬ 
tions. cutting staff by some iti per 
cent net. while hiring top Jewish 
federation officers from various 
communities to work at UJA head¬ 
quarters. 

In addition, the UJA p!an> to 
move its headquarters from 1290 
Avenue of the Americas, to park 
Avenue (near East 40th Street) in 
Manhattan. Horowitz says that the 
new offices are smaller, and have a 
lower rent than the present quarters. 

He added that because of the staff 
cuts and other savings, the UJA will 
underspend its budget this year by 
$2.2 million. The UJA has nearly 
200 employees in New York and 
around the U.S. 


Settlements to get employment services

State employment services are to 
be extended to approximately 100 
Jewish-settlement^ in Judea, Samar¬ 
ia and Gaza by military order in the 
very near future. State Employment 
Service spokesman Zalman Chen 
told The Jerusalem Post yester¬ 
day. Chen said the employment 
Services Law and the Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Law would soon be 
applied in accordance with a recent 
cabinet decision, “in order to serve 
the interests of the Jewish popula¬ 
tion.” Separate labour exchanges 
and job registration offices already 
operate in 2$ Arab communities in 
the territories, but only three labour 
exchanges exist - in the Jewish settle¬ 
ments of Kiiyat Arba, Ma’aleb Adti- 
mim and Ma’aleh Ephraim. 


The problems entailed in smiting 
up employment services for ion 
additional Jewish settlements were 
discussed on Sunday at a meeting of 
the Employment Service's regional 
directors. It was decided to imple¬ 
ment the order, once it is given, in 
stages. The Employment Service 
will'initially operate mobile labour 
exchanges linked to nearby regional 
exchanges, such as those in Haderu. 
Jerusalem or Beersheba. 

The services are to be provided 
several times a week in the first 
stage, until sufficient budgets and 
staffs are found to enable the perma¬ 
nent location of the exchanges in the 
various settlements. The Employ¬ 
ment Sevice plans to conduct a sur¬ 
vey of the Jewish settlements in the 
coming months to determine their 
empioyment needs. 


American-born poet to receive $5,000prize

Shuttle lands after successful flight 



EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE. 
California (AP). - Discovery’s inter¬ 
national crew, proud of a near- 
flawless flight, swooped out of orbit 
yesterday and guided the space 
plane to a perfect dawn l anding on a 
hard-packed desert tunway. 

Flye Americans,, a French test 
pilot and""a"Saudi Arabian prince 
touched down at 6:12 a.m., at the 
end of a week-long, 4.6 million 
kilometre journey during which they 
launched a record four satellites and 
their ship served as a laser target in 
the first Star Wars space shuttle test. 

“We are very proud of those 
accomplishments,” commander 
Dan Brandenstein said earlier. No 


other shuttle crew bad launched 
more than three satellites. 

Sixty-five minutes before landing. 
Brandenstein and pilot John 
Creighton fired braking rackets 354 
km. above the Indian Ocean to drop 
the shuttle out of orbit and start it un 
a blazing dive thiough the atmos¬ 
phere on a course that descended 
over the Pacific and across the Cali¬ 
fornia coast north of Los Angeles. 

On hand to meet the shuttle were 
10 Saudi Arabian princes, including 
four brothers of Prince Sultan Sal¬ 
man Al’Saud, who was one of two 
foreign passengers in the seven- 
member crew. The other is Patrick 
Baudry, a French Air Force pilot. 


Sudan and Ethiopia agree 
to resume diplomatic ties 


KHARTOUM (AP). - Sudan and 
Ethiopia have agreed to resume foil 
diplomatic relations and exchange 
ambassadors very soon, according to 
a senior Sudanese official. 

Maj. Gen. Fadlutia Nassir Burma, 
a member of the ruling transitional 
military council, also indicated at a 
news conference on Sunday that 
Ethiopia has agreed to stop aiding a 
rebellion in southern Sudan against 
the Khartoum central government - 
a major source of friction between 
the two countries since early 1983. 

The agreement was the second 
step in less than two months by 
Sudan's new regime, which seized 
power in an April 6 military coup, to. 
normalize relations with neighbour¬ 
ing countries. 

Sudan and Libya restored di¬ 
plomatic ties in early May following 
a four-year rupture. 

Diplomatic relations between 
Sndan and Ethiopia were down¬ 
graded to charge d'affaires level just 
over two years ago. This followed 


charges by then Sudanese president. 
Ja'afar Numeiri. that Ethiopia was 
aiding the southern rebellion led by 
Col. John Garang, commander of 
the so-called Sudan People's Libera¬ 
tion Army (SPLA). 

Burma told reporters that Sudan 
and Ethiopia have agreed to ex¬ 
change ambassadors “in the very 
near future.” 

Burma said Sudan and Ethiopia 
agreed to open a new chapter in their 
relations “based on mutual respect 
for the territorial integrity of each 
state, non-irterfcrence by either in 
the internal affairs of the other, 
prevention of any hostile activity 
across the common border, and 
maintenance of contacts and con¬ 
sultations on matters of common 
interest.” 

Burma did not say outright that 
Ethiopia' had pledged to hair all 
assistance to SPLA, but his remarks 
appeared to imply this. 

Libya promised to halt its financial 
aid to SPLA after last month's di¬ 
plomatic reconciliation with Sudan. 


Albaniasticks to hard line 
on economic isolation 


VIENNA (Reuter). - Albania reaf¬ 
firmed its policy of strict economic 
independence yesterday and ac¬ 
cused other Co mmunis t countries of 
having plundered its wealth in the 
past. 

The official Albanian news agen¬ 
cy, Ata. in a dispatch monitored in 
Vienna, countered speculation since 
the death of the late leader Enver 
Hoxba last April that the country 
might change his policy of militaiy 
self-reliance. 

Ata said Albania was sticking to 
its policy of accepting no credits or 
loans from either Communist or 
capitalist nations. Quoting Hoxha, it 
said: “We.have built, everything 
ourselves with the knowledge of our 
sons and daughters. ” 


Ata rejected the tag of self¬ 
isolation the country has been given 
in many foreign press reports, and 
said Albania maintained balanced 
trade links with many countries. 

“Our major reality could not have 
been created by so-called socialist 
states which, under the cover of aid, 
plundered us more than they gave 
us,” the agency added. 

Albania relied heavily in the 1950s 
on Yugoslav and Soviet Bloc assist¬ 
ance to build its economy. After 
splitting with those countries it 
turned to China until the mid-1970s. 

Moscow recently called on Tirana 
for normal ties again, but the ges- 
turesVere firmly rebuffed by Alba¬ 
nia. 


The flight was one of the most 
trouble-free of the 18 shuttle mis¬ 
sions to date, with only a few minor 
problems for the crew. 

The astronauts spent most of Sun¬ 
day stowing gear for the-re turn trip 
arid sightseeing. They got so for 
ahead of schedule in tidying up the 
cabin that mission control granted 
their request for an extra hour's 
sleep. 

“They certainly deserve the rest 
after an extremely successful flight.” 
said flight director Milton Heflin. 
Another flight director. Larry 
Bourgeois, said the astronauts had 
accomplished more than they had set 
out to do. 


Libya, Iran to form 
‘Jerusalem Army* 

TRIPOLI, Libya (AP). - Iran and 
Libya have pledged to seek the “eli¬ 
mination” of fsrael and form a 
“Jerusalem Army" to carry out their 
struggle against the Jewish state, 
Libya's official Jana news agency 
reported yesterday. 

- In a joint statement, the two coun¬ 
tries also declared that they reject 
attempts to reduce oil prices “even if 
that resulted in a reduction on quota 
production.” 

The statement was issued Sunday 
night following an official visit here 
last week by the speaker of the 
Iranian legislature, Hashmi Rafsan- 
jani. Jana said. 


Greens want more 
pigs in German police 

HANOVER (Reuter). - The West 
German radical ecological Greens 
Party yesterday called on the police 
to replace their drug-sniffing Alsa¬ 
tian dogs with narcotic-detecting 
pigs. 

The Greens member of Lower 
Saxony's state parliament. Juergen 
Trittin, made the call after the 
Hanover drug squad decided that its 
effective drug-detecting wild boar 
Louise would nevertheless have to 
retire because she was bad for the 
force's image. 

"Instead of using hyper- 
aggressive and dumb German 
shepherds, the police force should 
consider keeping the drug sniffing 
pig in its service.” Trittin said. 

The police should replace their 
guard dog units with “guard pig 
units" because “pigs would never 
attack demonstrators like those vi¬ 
cious Alsatians," Trittin added. 


Insurance facing largest 
claim in aviation history 


LONDON (Reuter). - The insur¬ 
ance world could face the largest 
claim in aviation history after the 
loss of an Air India jumbo jet off 
Ireland Sunday with 329 passengers 
and crew, a leading aviation insurer 
said yesterday. 

Terry Titron, a former chairman 
of Lloyd's of London Aviation 
Underwriters Association, told Reu¬ 
ters that iotal insurance claims could 
for exceed those paid out after the 
1977 collision of two jets on the 
runway in Tenerife, or die shooting 
do wn of a South Korean airliner by a 
Soviet fighter in 1983. 

The total claim will include an 
estimated S100 million for the re¬ 
placement of the Air India plane. 
Titron said. In addition, insurers 
face substantial personal claims 
which were difficult to quantify at 
this early stage. 

A substantial part of the insurance 
of the Boeing 747 and its passengers 
and crew was underwritten or rein¬ 
sured through Lloyd's, the world's 
biggest insurance market. 

A spokesman for Lloyd's said 
some of the insurance was placed in 
the London market and some rein¬ 


sured here for the primary insurer, 
the state-run General Insurance 
Corp. of India. 

Insurers paid out a total of S75m. 
in cl aims following the 1977 Tenerife 
disaster which claimed 582 lives. 

Titron said the claims expected to 
follow Sunday's Air India crash will 
be larger than any before due to 
inflation and because the incident 
involves a total loss. 

If it is proved foe crash was caused 
by a bomb erosion, the loss of the Air 
India jet may be classified as a“war and 

allied ririre ” Harm 

The alarming potential for losses 
in this sector has been highlighted 
this month with the hijack of a TWA 
jet to Beirut, a bomb explosion in a 
passenger lounge at Frankfurt air¬ 
port. and a bomb blast at Tokyo 
airport.

NICOSIA (Reuter). - The centre- 
right National Unity Party (UBP) 
was heading for victory yesterday as 
counting continued from Sunday's 
parliamentary elections in the break¬ 
away Turkish-Cypriot state, but was 
de.nied an overall majority. 

With six ballot boxes still to be 
opened, the UBP had 37 per cent of 
the vote, giving it 24 of the 50 seats in 
Parliament. 

Political analysts forecast an 
alliance between the UBP and New 
Dawn (YDP). a centre-right party 
representing settlers from Turkey. 
YDP had four seats on 9 per cent of 
the vote, just past the 8 per cent 
minimum for representation in the 
house. 

Two other parties among the 
seven contesting the poll, both left- 
wing. also won seats - the Turkish 
Republican Party with 21 percent of 
the vote and 12 seats, and the Com¬ 


munal Liberation Party with 16 per 
cent and 10 seats. 

Turkish-Cypriot leader Rad Denk- 
tash considers the vote foe final 
step in establishing parliamentary 
democracy in the self-proclaimed 
Turkish Republic of Northern Cyp¬ 
rus. 

He unilaterally declared the north 
independent in 19S3. but it is recog¬ 
nized only by Ankara and has been 
condemned by the UN. 

Greek Cypriots see the polls as 
further consolidating Cyprus’ de fac¬ 
to partition and the government de¬ 
scribed yesterday's election as illeg¬ 
al. 

Cyprus has been divided into an 
ethnic Turkish north and Greek 
south since Turkish troops invaded 
in 1974, following a short-lived coup 
backed by foe military junta then 
ruling Greece. An estimated 17,000 
Turkish troops re main in the north.

PEKING (Reuter). - China has 
starred relaxing its rigid one-child 
family planning policy, particularly 
in the countryside where opposition 
has been strongest. 

Shen Guoxiang, spokesman for 
China's State Family Planning Com- 
mision. was quoted by yesterday's 
Peking Review as saying the policy 
had served its purpose in limiting 
population growth. 

He described the one-child policy 
as an interim measure not applicable 
to some rural families in “special 
difficulties." who could have two 
children, or members of ethnic 
minorities who could have three. 

The one-child policy, reinforced 
by material incentives and penalties. 


has received support in urban areas 
but there has been opposition in the 
countryside. 

Farmers prefer boys because after 
marriage boys remain with their own 
families, whereas girls marry out. 
This pattern makes a girl a net eco¬ 
nomic loss, since after years of train¬ 
ing her adult labour will belong to 
her husband's family. 

The Chinese press has highlighted 
a rise in female infanticide in rural 
areas that has coincided with foe 
re-establishment of family rather 
than co mmunal fanning. Rural pa¬ 
rents have killed girls in favour of 
gaining another chance that their 
one permitted child will be a boy. 


Cossiga voted Italy’s new President 


ROME (AP). - Christian Democrat 
Francesco Cossiga, a two-time for¬ 
mer premier and current president 
of foe Senate, yesterday was elected 
as Italy's new president in a 
nationally-televised voting. 

Cossiga will succeed 85-year-old 
Sandro Pertini, a Socialist, on July 7 
for a seven-year term as the eighth 
president of foe republic. At 56, he is 
the youngest president ever elected 
to the largely ceremonial office. 

The Christian Democrat polled 
753 votes, 79 more than the required 
two thirds majority. Taking part in 
the secret balloting were 978 of the 
1,011 “great electors” of Senators, 


members of the Chamber of De¬ 
puties and representatives from the 
country's 20 regions in secret ballot¬ 
ing. 

His election was assured earlier 
yesterday when the Communists, 
Italy's second largest political party, 
and the five parties in foe Socialist- 
led coalition government agreed to 
support his candidacy.

“There are guys who have com¬ 
mitted multiple murders and guys 
who have hacked people up or tor¬ 
tured them to death who have gotten 
shorter sentences," Sirhan is 
quoted as saying in yesterday’s Los 
Angeles Tunes. “That is not fair to 
me. That is all I am asking for: 
fairness.”

siderable progress in Jewish- 
Catholic relations. 

The new document, entitled 
“Notes on the Correct Way to Pre¬ 
sent the Jews and Judaism in 
Preaching and Cutachesis in the Ro¬ 
man Catholic Church", was at least 
two years in the making, and its 
publication was eagerly awaited. 

Over the past 20 years, the Vati¬ 
can has taken several positive steps 
in the framework of Catholic-Jewish 
relations. One has been the aban¬ 
donment of active missionizing by 
the Church. The disappearance, vir¬ 
tually overnight, of Catholic mis¬ 
sions after centuries of attempts to 
convert the Jews, by persuasion or 
by force, has been an outstanding 
development. Another, has been the 
strong stand adopted against anti- 
Semitic manifestations. 

Inevitably, the traditional atti¬ 
tudes are too deeply ingrained to be 
entirely obliterated within a few 
short years, but any indications of 
anti-Semitism are being combatted 
by the hierarchy, which, through its 
monolithic and authoritarian struc¬ 
ture, effectively makes its displea¬ 
sure known. Another positive in¬ 
novation has been practical inter- 
faith activities at tbe grass-roots level 
with Jewish and Catholic clergy and 
laymen in various countries working' 
together towards mutual under- 
standing. 

IT IS in the realm of theology that 
the new document provides its main 
disappointments. On certain issues, 
it is helpful: it stresses the Jewish 
roots of Christianity and the Jewish¬ 
ness of Jesus, and combats the tradi¬ 
tional Christian peijorative view of 
the Pharisees. It beholds tbe Old

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ancient Christian teaching that 
God’s covenant with the Jewish peo¬ 
ple was displaced by His covenant, 
with those who accepted Jesus. 
Theologians have referred to the 
“displacement” of the Jews and the 
“disixmtinaity” of the divine co¬ 
venant. The implication of the 
acceptance of tins belief is that Jews 
were rejected and relegated to an 
inferior status. 

At its highest level. Christian- 
Jewish dialogue has been developing 
insights enabling mutual respect 
through acknowledgement of the 
validity of the other faith, while not 
compromising on one's own belief. 
The pioneers of this approach of 
parallel evolution were the Jewish 
thinkers Franz Rosenzweig and 
Martin Bnber, and since World War 
II, it has been taken up by a number 
of tbe more liberal Christian think¬ 
ers. This leaves the eventual con¬ 
vergence of rehgkms traditions to be 
accomplished in some mysterious 
way in God's own time. * 

It was thought that even Pope 
John Paul II was hinting at such a 
belief when he addressed Catholic 
experts on Judaism in 1982 and said. 
“We shall be able to go by diverse, 
but in the end convergent, paths and 
with the help of the Lord, who has 
never ceased loving His people, to 
reach true brotherhood in recon- 
ejliatioa , respect and the fuQ aooom- 
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plishment of God's plan m history.” 

Tbe new document repudiates 
thought in this direction. “Jesus 
affirms.'’ it states, “that there shall 
be one flock and one shepherd. 
Church and Judaism cannot there¬ 
fore be seen as two parallel ways of 
salvation, and the Church must wit¬ 
ness to Christ as the Redeemer for 
all. while maintaining the strictest 
respect for religious liberty" (im¬ 
plying that recognition of the legi¬ 
timacy of Judaism rests only on the 
principle of religious liberty). Under 
the admirable objective of up¬ 
rooting anti-Semitism, it is suggested 
that Catholics be taught about the 
unique bond which joins the Church 
to the Jews “who have been chosen 
by God to prepare the coming of 
Christ." If this is the sole basis for 
their chosenness, and they are ex¬ 
cluded from salvation as long as they 
do not accept Jesus, they remain in an 
inferior status, and we are back to 
square one. 

THE REFERENCES to the State of 
Israel are also disappointing, 
although this is less unexpected. The 
existence of the State was ignored in 
the previous documents, and the 
refusal of the Holy See to grant 
formal recognition or establish di¬ 
plomatic relations has been a major 
obstacle in dialogue with the Vati¬ 
can. 

The Vatican for its part, has 


pointed to what it feels is a de facto 
recognition expressed, for example, 
through visits by top Israeli ministers 
to the Po]xr. It claims that the prob¬ 
lem is not theological, but political, 
and that recognition is withheld be¬ 
cause of factors such as the absence 
of agreed boundaries, and problems 
such as Arab refugees, the status of 
the West Bank and Jerusalem, and 
Lebanon. Of course, political press¬ 
ures on the Vatican are to be reckon¬ 
ed with, not least from churches in 
Arab land*. The theological aspect.' 
which the Vatican says is not a factor 
but Much others suspect is there, is 
the traditional view that the Jews 
were excluded from their land, be¬ 
cause they rejeclcd Jesus and could 
not return until they accepted him. 

The new document refers to the 
Jews in the Diaspora "preserving the 
memory of the land of their fore¬ 
fathers at the heart of their hope." 
Christians are invited to understand 
this religious attachment which finds 
its roots in Biblical tradition without, 
however, th-.-ir malting any particu¬ 
lar religic-'^j interpretation of this 
relationship. The existence of the 
State of Israel and its political op¬ 
tions should be envisaged not in a 
perspective Which is in itself reli¬ 
gious. but in their reference to the 
common principles of international 
law. 

While this statement does have 
the positive aspect of formal ack¬ 
nowledgement of the Jewish attach¬ 
ment to the Land, this is not seen to 
have any religious validity for the 
Christian (the whole passage is muT- 
ky and one wonders how it will be 
understood by Catholic educators 
who are looking for clear guide¬ 
lines). Shortly after the “Guide¬ 
lines" were published in 1975. 
Father Pierre de Contenson. secret¬ 
ary of the Vatican Liaison Commit¬ 
tee with the Jews and one of the most 
outspoken advocates of Cutholic- 
JewisTi understanding, said “The 
Jews cannot expect us to adopt their 
theology concerning their divine 
right to return to the Holy Land.” 
Implicit here is the basic theological 
question of the abrogation of the 
“old" covenant. According to the 
thinking of Contenson, continued in 
the document. God's promise of the 
Land to the Jews has no religious 
significance to the Christians i.e. it 
was cancelled by the “new" cove¬ 
nant. No reference is made to 
Israel's right to exist. It may also be 
asked, from a practical point of view, 
that if the State of Israel is to be seen 


in reference to international law. 
why should the Vatican withhold de 
jure recognition from a state that 
received International legitimation 
from a UN resolution and has been 
recognized by over l(JO other coun¬ 
tries? 

ALSO unfortunate is the mere pas¬ 
sing reference to the Holocaust: 
"Catheehesis (i.e. systematic in¬ 
struction) should help in under¬ 
standing the meaning for the Jews of 
the extermination during the years 
1939-1945 and its consequence." 
How much better it would have been 
had the document spoken the lan¬ 
guage used by its first signatory. 
Cardinal Willebrands. president of 
the Vatican Commission for Reli¬ 
gious Relations with the Jews, 
speaking in London in March: 

“Jewish sensibilities should be re¬ 
spected and cared for... and I will 
name two: the recent history of Jew¬ 
ish suffering during the Nazi 
persecution and the Jews' commit¬ 
ment to and concern for the Land of 
Israel: this concern is political and 
secular but also for manv. religious. 
It belongs to an exercise of Christian 
charily towards one’s cv.n brother, 
with whom we are seeking recon¬ 
ciliation for offences which are very- 
real. not to gloss over this dimen¬ 
sion. To carry the memory of many 
million deaths is a terrible burden: to 
have a place under the sun where to 
live in peace and security, with due 
respect for the rights of others, is a 
form of hope." 

It was the hope engendered by 
such statements that has been dis¬ 
appointed by the Vatican document. 
Despite its attempts to find accept¬ 
able formulae to foster understand¬ 
ing. the document may well make 
dialogue more difficult. Certainly 
Jews and Catholics can continue to 
find common ground in such fields as 
rorial ’ action, the fight for religious 
liberty and against all forms of pre¬ 
judice and discrimination, but the 
document as it stands is a conserva¬ 
tive contribution, strengthening 
basic theological barriers. While 
Jews recognize that it is meant for 
internal Catholic direction, and 
while they never expected their dia¬ 
logue partners to renounce their 
basic beliefs, they did hope that the 
new trends meant that these partners 
had stepped down from their tradi¬ 
tional. assumed superiority and in¬ 
born triumphalism. The new docu¬ 
ment puts that supposition in doubt.

Lawyers and accountants warn of- 

The collapse of the tax system

TEL AVIV. - Two leading lawyers 
and two leading certified public 
accountants Sunday charged. the 
Knesset Legal and Tax Committee 
with “creating and spreading anar¬ 
chy" in the field of taxation. 

Israel Strauss, president of the 
Chamber of Certified Public 
Accountants, even charged this 
Knesset committee with being so 
confused that its members changed 
their minds twice a week, after hear¬ 
ing the advice of the “duty roster 
genius." Pinhas Rubin, coordinator 
of the Bar Association's tax commit¬ 
tee, predicted that “unless the situa¬ 
tion changes quickly, I am ready to 
promise that it will lead to a collapse 
of the tax system - and this will be 
followed by a committee of inquiry 
similar to that following the collapse 
of the bank shares. But this time, 
nobody will be able to stand up and 
say there had been no warning in 
time.” 

The two other speakers (all four 
appeared at a press conference 
here), were Benzion Langenthal. 
deputy chairman of the Bar Associa¬ 
tion. and Yitzhak Rotraan, vice- 
president of the Chamber of Certi¬ 
fied Public Accountants. 

All four were vehement in attack¬ 
ing the present situation. They said 


that the current income tax laws 
were “sloppily drawn up, too com¬ 
plicated to prevent conflicting inter¬ 
pretations, and imposing an intoler¬ 
able burden on the taxpayer." 

As for the new tax law - “it hasn’t 
even been passed yet. It probably 
will be passed in the next few 
months, and then it will be made 
retroactive to April 1,” Strauss said. 
He added that “at present, taxes are 
collected on the basis of interpreta¬ 
tions of current laws, plus educated 
guesses of what the future laws will 
be." 

Worst of all, the experts said, was 
the fact that the lawyers and accoun¬ 
tants were not even consulted about 
the laws now being thrashed out. 
Often facts were hidden from these 
two groups, who would have to fill 
out the income tax forms and plead 
cases in court. 

“No law should be so complicated 
that the average educated person 
cannot understand it. The past laws 
were so complicated that even the 
experts couldn't understand them.” 
Strauss charged. 

AH this led to a strange situation, 
he said. Many taxpayers acted as if 
there was no law in Israel. And the 
authorities were to blame for this 
state of affairs. All four speakers 
denied that they were taking advan- 
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Hassle over economic attaches

TEL AVIV. - Three leaders of the 
“Economic attaches club” yesterday 
charged three cabinet ministers with 
selecting their personal appointees 
to serve as economic attaches 
abroad. The three members of the 
club, which numbers about 200 per¬ 
sons who have served as economic 
attaches abroad, were chairman 
Mosbe Meirav, Adin Talbar and 
Amos Lavee, botb past chairmen. 

The three ministers charged with 
ignoring proper civil service proce¬ 
dure were Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i. Industry Minister Ariel 
Sharon, and Foreign Minister Yit¬ 
zhak Shamir. Although all three be¬ 
long to the same party bloc, the 
speakers charged, they also delayed 
the appointments from mid-winter 
until a few days ago, since they could 
not agree among themselves on the 
appointees. 

“This delay is harmful," they said. 
“An economic attach^ needs several 
months to meet the relevant persons 
in Israel, such as in the staff of the 
Export Institute, with whom he will 
work over the next few years. He 
must also arrive at his post early 
enough to be introduced to his con¬ 
tacts by the outgoing attache. ” 

There are about 50 attaches in the 


service at present, and of these, 21 
were chosen just a few days ago. Of 
these 21. eight were reappointed 
after completing a term of service 
(appointments abroad can last for a 
maximum of five years). Of the 
remaining 13, “seven were pure poli¬ 
tical appointments of men who did 
not possess the necessary qualifica¬ 
tions." 

The speakers refused to reveal the 
names of these seven, but noted that 
five were being sent to Europe, to 
Bucharest, Milan. Brussels, Athens 
and Vienna. Four of the five bad not 
even been members of the civil ser¬ 
vice. 

It was stressed that since 1960 
candidates for such posts had to take 
special courses or to show they were 
qualified by experience. Not one of 
these seven men met either qual¬ 
ification, it was stated. 

The speakers recommended that - 
strict criteria be adopted for all such 
appointments “for the good of the 
service itself." 

They also noted that four posts for 
economic attaches should have been 
closed down in the U.S. But only 
those in Philadelphia and Boston 
bad been abolished, those in Miami 
and Houston were being kept open 
despite a government decision to the 
contrary. 


tage of the situation for the benefit of 
their clients. 

The biggest complaint of all four 
men was that retroactive laws were 
becoming commonplace. The first 
retroactive law in the tax field had 
been passed in 1982; it had been 
followed by a public outcry. Today, 
retroactive laws are an accepted 
norm, they said. 

Retroactive laws were not only 
unconstitutional in any country 
which had a constitution, but they 
tended to undermine the very basis 
of law and morality, they added. 

Strauss asked: “How can an indus¬ 
trialist invest, order new machinery 
which will take six months to arrive 
and install, when he doesn't know 
today what taxes he will have to pay- 
on this machinery?" 

Strauss also said that the Knesset 
committee, in addition to its pen¬ 
chant for listening to “duty roster 
geniuses” twice a week, was “infan¬ 
tile" in its main approach. “This 
committee thinks that the taxpayer 
will react in the same way to a new 
law as he did to an old one. But every 
sensible person knows that each law 
generates a new reaction. Laws are 
like the weather, in reaction to them 
you wear warm clothes in winter and 
cool clothes in summer. Everybody 
knows this except our legislators."

When Dieter Huckestein came to 
Israel almost seven years ago as 
manager of the Tel Aviv Hilton 
Hotel, little did he think that he 
would stay for more than the two or 
three years usuai for foreign mana¬ 
gers of international hotels. 

But that was before he contracted 
the "Israeli disease/' as he puts it. 
Now. as he is about to leave the 
country for a new position as head of 
six Hilton hotels in the Caribbean 
and Central America, he recalls that 
after two years he and his wife Ceci¬ 
lia and the two sons were just begin¬ 
ning to know the country. 

Meanwhile, as manager of the 
hotel around which a great deal of 
Tel Aviv’s social life centres, he has 
become an integral part of the estab¬ 
lishment. Indeed, there were those 
who remarked that Huckestein’s de¬ 
parture seemed timed to coincide 
with that of U.S. Ambassador Sam 
Lewis. 

He recalls, for example, partici¬ 
pating on a mission to Lebanon, only 
to return a few hours later to find the 
hotel humming with a festive wed¬ 
ding. He also recalls the party the 
hotel threw for 300 wounded sol¬ 
diers. 

At first, he says, it was very diffi¬ 
cult to see these young men. many of 
them maimed for life. Then, when 
he spoke to them and saw how strong 
they were, he could understand 
something of the endurance of the 
Israelis. It is far different, he said, 
from the usual post, where the man¬ 
ager only has to worry whether the 
guests are being fed properly. For 
the foreigner, he says, the response 
of the Israeli to crisis is aiwavs amaz¬ 


ing. 


Cedlia Huckestein has also been 
very much involved in local life 
working for such causes as the oncol¬ 
ogy department of a local hospital, 
and deaf children. A singer and song 
composer, she even wrote a song for 
the Council for a Beautiful Israel. 

Meanwhile, there is the hotel itself 
which, with some 800 employees 
like a small village. “All too often wc 
• forget tlie industrial aspects of a 
large hotel, manufacturing food and 
running what is probably the largest 
laundry in town.” he said. 

Huckestein is generally happy ab¬ 
out the way this government and that 
which preceded it accorded tourism 
the importance it deserves as a hid¬ 
den export. He himself went on a 
highly successful, and relatively in¬ 
expensive promotion tour of the 
State of Ohio, together with the 
tourism minister • 

As for the future of Israeli tour¬ 
ism. Huckestein feels that increasing 
the number of tourists roust mean 
getting them to come in the off¬ 
season. when there is room for them. 
An example of this planning is the 
international nurses' convention, 
which is presently filling Tel Aviv's 
hotels. 

Israel is definitely on the map of 
incentive and convention travel, he 
says, and those who come on such 
tours are people of influence, who 
can talk others into coming. But. he 
warns, we cannot afford to mistreat 
these guests. 

Ironically, it is yet another crisis, 
the possibility of unemployment, 
that could well bring out the best in 
the hotel employees and serve to 
raise the standard of service. Sud¬ 
denly. people are aware of job secur¬ 
ity as they never were before. 


Honecker wants to close technology gap 


EAST BERLIN (Reuter). - East 
German leader Erich Honecker, his 
country’s reserves boosted by major 
Western credits, has outlined new 
goals to bridge a technology gap with 
the West and meet rising consumer 
demands from Moscow. 


Honecker’s address to the Com¬ 
munist Party's policy-making central 
committee last week lacked the 
stridency of recent speeches by 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev, 
but he made clear that East Ger¬ 
many also risked economic decline 
unless it pushed ahead in key areas 
such as computers. "We must keep 
pace with this international process 
,of increasing productivity," he said. 

East Germany is a major supplier 
of- small computers to the Soviet 
Bloc, but its products are less com¬ 
petitive in the West. 

Honecker did not echo Gor¬ 
bachev in singling out factory man¬ 


agement for criticism, but economic 
expert Guenter Mittag, writing re¬ 
cently in the Communist journal 
Einheit, stressed the responsibility of 
directors in ensuring quality produc¬ 
tion. 

East Germany has taken out loans 
estimated at some $2 billion on inter¬ 
national markets over the last two 
years, but the import of electronics 
technology from such trade partners 
as Japan is complicated by western 
restrictions.

{Shift to exports was secret of company’s 1984success 

Koor invested $21oin. in development

TEL AVIV. - If the rest of the 
cououy had adopted the partem set 
' . bv Koor Industries in l 1 ^ - "which 
was quite a good year for us’* - the 
state of the nation would be much 

■ better today. Yeshayahu Gavisit. 
manag ing director of Koor. the huge 
HiStidrut industrial complex, said 

'• yfs^ntoy. He was presenting the 
:• company’s 1984 financial statements 

■ gnd its predictions for 19SS. 

Koor drew up two separate sets of 
\ financial statements, a practice 
which it has followed since 1982. 

- One set is in shekels adjusted for 
VaaflatiDnin line with Advisory Opin- 
■^n 36 of the Chamber of Certified 
---Tubik^ Aoooamiapts, and the other is 

■ in dollars. Gavish in his remarks 

■ referred constantly to the dollar one. 

.. Koor's ‘*patteni” in 1984 con¬ 
sisted of shifting from selling to the 
local market (sales fell by about 2%) 
to expats, which rose to $605 mil- 

l hon, compared to $485m. in the 
previous year. 


Koor continued to "invest in the 
future,” expendinc $ 210 m. in 1984 
compared to $ 175m. in 1983. 

Wages rose by about 3%, while 
they fell by 6% in the rest of ihe 
country, and output rose by 6-8%. 
although manpower remained the 
same. 32.240. only 20 more persons 
than in 1983. Part of the higher 
output was due to increased produc¬ 
tion by each worker, up by about 
3%. and the rest to a continuous 
drive for greater automation. 

The results were that Koor Indus¬ 
tries had a total income of $2.33 
billion ($2.17b. in 1983): and of this 
sum, $2.05b. was in sales ($1,9b. in 
1983). 

Gross profits were $85 million in 
1984 ($64m. in 19S3), and net profits 
were $40m. ($3?m. in 1983). Howev¬ 
er, the tax bite grew from $13m. in 
1983 to $36m. in 1984. 

Gavish credited the "good busi¬ 
ness year” in 1984 to three distinct 
factors - despite the fact that the 
year itself incorporated wild swings. 

During the first part of the year

the then finance minister. Yigael 
Cohen-Orgad, adopted an export- 
oriented policy. Then came elections 
which created a feeling of "prosper¬ 
ity*' in the country; and finally, there 
was the first package deal* which 
froze prices for industry at a fair level 
while reducing financing costs. 

Asked about prospects for 1985. 
Gavish said that the first six months 
indicated that it would be a verv 
‘’problematic” year. 

Galloping inflation had again be¬ 
gun to take its toll. The second and 
third package deals were not favour¬ 
able to industry. "We supported the 
protests of the Manufacturers Asso¬ 
ciation against the price freezes for 
their products, which caused them 
losses, but we never felt that their 
three-day strike was the best way to 
bring about a change.” The govern¬ 
ment, he said, bad imposed a near¬ 
freeze on its procurements; the pre¬ 
sent package deal would end some 
time in August "and nobody knows 
what is in store for us.” Exports were 
not growing as fast as in 1984, and 
finally, the government was invest¬ 
ing only $340m. in industrial growth. 
"This sum should be at least five 
times as high, we alone in 1984 
invested $210m., and we represent 


only 13.5% of industrial Israel.” 

Gavish warned that without in¬ 
vesting for the future, the future will 
look dim. for companies and coun¬ 
tries abroad continue investing, and 
their products will be in demand, not 
ours.” 

If Koor’s 1984 programme bad 
been so successful, and if Gavish 
thought the rest of the country 
should have followed it, what does 
he advise for 1985? 

"Export, even if there are no 
profits. Introduce as much automa¬ 
tion as possible, don't fire workers 
and invest in R&D and new equip¬ 
ment.” 

Gavish did not say bow much 
Koor planned to invest in the current 
year, bul he did note that it had 
already raised $15m. by floating a 
bonds issue in Israel. It would soon 
float another issue of the .same 
amount, and it was planning to raise 
about SlOOm. in the US. in 1986, of 
which it was hoped between 550m. 
to $60m. would be raised early in the 
year. 

In regard to other matters, he 
noted that Koorhad lost some $26m.

BONN. - The situation could hardly 
be more paradoxical: German politi¬ 
cians and organizations are willing to 
host guests from Israel and pay for 
the trip, travel tax included, while 
Israel will not let them. Even in¬ 
tervention by senior German politi¬ 
cians is of no avail. This, in any case, 
is the result of the Israeli decision to 
ban official travel abroad, along with 
doubling the travel tax. 

The no-delegations derision taken 
by the Israel government is widely 
felt in Germany where many orga¬ 
nizations and cities regularly orga¬ 
nize exchange visits. 

The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that several prime ministers of feder¬ 
al state governments were among 
those who asked Israel for a more 
flexible approach to the delegations 
ban and the travel tax. 

Since the ban came into force, 
hundreds of German institutions 


schools, which wanted to invite 
Israelis within the framework of city 
partnerships or youth exchanges. 
There is now the danger that dis¬ 
appointed German partners will be 
more reticent with their Israeli coun¬ 
terparts in the future, even after the 
travel tax and the ban have been 
abolished. There are circles in Ger¬ 
many, especially on the left, which 
have long called for a curb'in rela¬ 
tions with Israel in favour of other 
countries, including those in the 
Communist bloc. 

The Ministry for Health, Family 
and Youth here which is responsible 
for subsidizing youth exchange with 
Israel, has indicated that it will not 
cut its budget for that purpose. On 
the other hand, it cannot push Ger¬ 
man organizations into exchange 
programmes with Israel either. 

It is stressed that the ban conld be 
especially harmful to Israel's de¬ 
velopment towns, many of which 
have just started to establish ex-

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Israeli partners can point out that, 
the Israel government itself has 
curbed foreign travel by its minis¬ 
ters. On the other hand, not all 
foreign travel by Israeli politicians 
which does take place, seems essen¬ 
tial. Thus, a seven-member delega¬ 
tion of the Israeli right, including 
three Likud Knesset members - 
Amal Nasser El-Din. Benny Shalita 
and Yigal Cohen - recently visited 
Germany, seeking financial aid from 
the Christian Democrats.

Among the events which had to be 
cancelled because of the travel ban 
was an "Israel Week" scheduled to 
take place in Hanover this month. 
The "Israel Week” was to present 
Israel before the German public as 
well as promoting Israeli products.

TEL AVTV. - Volume in bonds and 
shares picked up yesterday, but the 
trends in both markets remained 
essentially unchanged. Bonds were 
mostly ahead, although by smaller 
margins than on Sunday, while the 
"free” shares continued to slide. 
Bank "arrangement” shares were 
almost unchanged. 

Within the share market, declin¬ 
ing shares continued to lead advanc¬ 
ing ones by a comfortable margin, 
although the resultant falls were not 
very significant. Two sub-sectors 
stood out, though, not so much for 
the size of their falls, but for the fact 
that they have been falling consis¬ 
tently almost every day recently. 

The chemicals, rubber and plastics 
sub-division was one of the strongest 
performers in the first part of the 
year, even outperforming electro¬ 
nics. But since the energy minister 
mooted the possibility last week that 
the entire petro-chemical industry 
was in danger of closing, prices have 
slumped day after day. While this 
may be understandable for com¬ 
panies such as Petrochemicals. Haifa 
Chemicals and Frutarom, it seems 
irrelevant to the fortunes of Teva 
and Dead Sea Works. Yet these 
jhave been as badly hit as the former. 
The whole sector is selling-off in a 
classic correction.

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Alarming development 


ELECTORAL REFORM is suddenly all the rage - at least 
within Likud ranks. This has nothing to do with a reawakened 
sense of obligation to cany out a commitment to thoroughly 
revise the 37-year-old proportional representation electoral 
system. It has everything to do with the Likud's constant 
slippage in the public opinion polls. 

According to a Pori poll made public yesterday, the Likud 
has lost nearly 6 of the almost 32 per cent of the popular vote it 
won in the elections to the 11th Knesset last summer. The main 
beneficiary has not been the Labour Alignment, at least not 
directly. The right-wing Likud's loss is mainly the extreme 
right’s gain. Tehiya and Kach backers now account for 10 per 
cent of the electorate. 

This is an alarming development, and it has prompted Likud 
leaders, some of them at least, to consider ways and means of 
blocking it. It has not, so far, triggered any soul-searching 
about the Likud's own responsibility for the apparent legitima¬ 
tion of the lunatic fringe. In fact it may lead to pressure for a 
more mili tant rightist stance by the Likud itself to recapture 
votes that have gone to the far right. 

The simplest device for meeting the threat, however, and one 
not requiring any massive change, would be to raise the 
threshold - the minim um qualifying vote - for a political party 
from the present oue per cent to 5 per cent of the total. This 
might eliminate Kach, but it would also wipe out most of the 
left-of-Alignment parties. Out of consideration for the Align¬ 
ment, whose consent is indispensable, Moshe Arens is pre¬ 
pared to offer only a modest rise, to 2.2 per cent. 

This is not unreasonable -in itself, and would probably be 
acceptable in principle. Israel’s one per cent threshold may be 
the lowest in the democratic world, and it has spawned an 
excess of political parties. But the endorsement of the reform 
by both the Likud and the Labour Party might cause the small - 
mostly religious - parties at the centre that now support the 
government, to bolt without waiting for the still far-off 
elections. Whether the immediate damage would be worth the 
ultimate reform is rather uncertain. 

It is also uncertain whether political extremism will be 
effectively dammed up by raising the threshold. At one time, in 
West Germany, it was thought that the “5 per cent hurdle" 
would keep the Greens out of the Bundestag: in fact it came 
pretty close to barring the Free Democrats for good. Such 
artificial barriers against extremism sometimes turn out to be its 
breeders. 

What Likud leaders - and not they alone - should carefully 
ponder is why 40 per cent of high-school students (59 per cent in 
the religious schools) currently subscribe to at least some of 
Meir Kabane’s doctrines. That is where the real danger to the 
country's democracy lies. 


Mengele - the end? 


THE TOTAL SUM of $3.4 millio n has been earmarked by 
interested governments and Nazi hunters as prize money for 
informatiOD leading to the capture and bringing to justice of the 
Auschwitz butcher. Dr. Josef Mengele. Is there now a reason¬ 
able certainty that this enemy of the Jewish people is dead, and 
should the money hdw be applied to other similarly worthy 
causes? 

A team of renowned forensic experts has reached the 
conclusion that the body j ust exhumed near Sao Paulo of a man 
said to have drowned off Brazil's Atlantic coast six years ago, 
belonged to none other than Josef Mengele. On this the experts 
have declared themselves to be "almost 100 per cent sure." But 
that implies that a slight doubt persists: and this may be enough 
to vitiate the entire conclusion. 

Several crucial questions remain unanswered. Above all, it is 
not clear why, if Mengele is dead - and his family in the West 
German town of Guenzburg confirm that he is - that same 
family should haveso long delayed making the fact public. One 
answer is that the doctor is still alive, and that the family are 
merely anxious to put the Mengele pursuers off a trail that has 
lately become too hot for their comfort. 

This is merely a suspicion, but it cannot be dismissed merely 
for lack of positive proof. 

Israel's Justice Ministry, which has announced its own award 
for the discovery of Mengele, seems rather baffled. On the one 
hand it accepts the findings of the international panel in Sao 
Paulo. On the other hand it will officially discontinue the search 
only after its own team of experts has examined all the relevant 
material. The possibility, however slim, therefore still exists 
that Mengele will be flushed out and brought to trial in Israel, as 
was that arch-murderer Adolf Eichmann. 

But Mengele, if he were apprehended, could also be tried in 
Germany. In that event the proceedings might be dragged out 
until he died from natural causes while out on bail because of 
his frail health. Or he might even be freed for “ insuffi cient 
evidence” more than 40 years after he had performed his 
infamous' “experiments" on Auschwitz inmates. 

Still, it remains a blot on the conscience of mankind, not 
excluding Israel, that this monster was allowed to go unde¬ 
tected for even 34 years after the end of World War Two. 
Ironically, the only consolation in learning that he may have 
eluded his pursuers forever is that no amount of humanly 
conceivable punishment would have been retribution enough 
for Dr. Josef Mengele.

YEHUDA HALEVI in The Kuzari 
tells of the Jew who was always 
reciting the phrase “Next year in 
Jerusalem!” but never made a move 
to get there. Halevi likened such talk 
to “the chirping of the starling.’' 

Geula Cohen cited this in last 
week's Knesset debate on the Minis¬ 
try of Immigrant Absorption. All the 
talk of Israel governments in recent 
years on the subject of aliya was just 
so much chirping. 

“Judging by Its order of priori¬ 
ties." she said, “I do not believe that 
this country wants aliya. We don't 
think that aliya is a vital necessity for 
the State of Israel." 

Opening the debate. Absorption 
Minister Ya’acov Tsur had recited 
the statistics: Only 3.600 olim from 
Western Europe in 1984 and 2.000 
from Latin America (both down ab¬ 
out one-rhird from 1983). And from 
North America, the great reservoir 
of Diaspora Jewry, only 4.000, down 
23 per cent from 19S3 -and even that 
figure apparently includes about 
1,000 returning yordim. 

Yitzhak Artzi (Alignment- 
Independent Liberals), a member of 
the Aliya Committee, said that the 
expected aliya this year is 15.000, as 
against 19,300 (including 7.800 
from Ethiopia) in 1984. 

“This figure of 15.000 embodies 
the tragedy, the frustration, and rhe 
failure," Artzi said. “In the 38th 
year of Israel's existence, the num¬ 
ber of olim is about the same as it was 
under the White Paper!” 

TSUR DID NOT expect anything to 
come of the Zionist General Council 
session that was to open the next 
day. “There’s too much routine, too 
much ceremony camouflaging (the 
absence of) a true and incisive de¬ 
bate. Too many pretty words and too 
little honest talk.'' 

His view was seconded not only by 
Geula Cohen but also by Dov Shi- 
lansky (Likud-Herut) and Mor- 
dechai Bar-On (CRM), two of them 
carrying the ball a little farther. 

Shilansky: “What kind of Zionists 
are they (in the ZGC)? They sit with 
the fleshpots in the Diaspora, and 
not only do they fail to come on aliya 
themselves, but they don't even spur 
others to do so. No wonder our 
sabras dub as "Zionist' anything that 
is hollow." 

Bar-On: “The ZGC has been 
obsolete for over 30 years. Why does 
it linger on? Because every party has 
its functionary in the Zionist move¬ 
ment. And they are permitted to 


decide whether they shall continue. 
Why do we need a Jewish Agency? 
Once there were terrible fights over 
this question. Now we have even 
stopped asking." 

Cohen: “Our greatest misfortune 
is not the non-Zionists who don't 
come, but the Zionists. I think the 
whole Zionist movement should be 
liquidated, but at least a thorough 
revision of its functions is called for.' 

The aliya emissaries also came in 
for a panning. 

Artzi doubted whether they are 
capable of stimulating aliya. Dov 
Ben-Meir (Alignment) was sure that 
if they were all brought home, there 
would be no decline in aliya. Cohen 
said that even 10 times as many 
emissaries could not reach as many 
potential olim as could neu- com¬ 
munications methods. 

MIRIAM TA’ASA-GLAZER 
(Likud-Herut). who heads the Aliya 
and Absorption Committee ascribed 
a large part of the blame for shrink¬ 
ing aJiya and rising yerida to “the 
absence of a government policy." 
Government activity in these mat¬ 
ters was on the basis of “putting out 
fires." 

The Ministerial Committee on 
Absorption has met only once. Iasi 
February, she said, and the Dis¬ 
charged Soldiers Law was a bad 
joke. Big promises before the elec¬ 
tions. but' afterwards a big zero - 
with regard to housing, taxes, and 
education. The House should unite 
in reviving the law. which would cost 
less than bringing back yordim. 

Glazer called for a single body to 
deal with all aspects of absorption: 
housing, education, employment, 
and everything else. Other speakers 
agreed. 

Tsur himself had described the 
time immediately following a sol¬ 
dier's discharge from the army as the 
critical period with respect to a deci¬ 
sion to emigrate. He deplored the 
government's reversal on the Dis¬ 
charged Soldiers Law, but let it go at 
that. 

He noted that the ministry had 
initiated the formation of a commit¬ 
tee of ministerial directors-general 
“which is examining and drafting 
operational proposals designed to 
prevent yerida.'' He did not elabo¬ 
rate. 

We should not legitimize yerida. 
Tsur said, but neither could we 
ostracize the 300.000 Israelis living 
abroad. He considered it the govern¬ 
ment's task to encourage their return 


and to help them find suitable work 
and to get their families settled here. 
This did not mean that they would 
get any loans or housing not avail¬ 
able to Israelis who had stayed put. 
Shilansky. however, called for an 
end to the exemption from customs 
duties granted to returnees, which 
he estimated a few months ago as 
being worth S30.Q00 per yored. This 
1 beneficence was not only unjust to 
non-yordim; It was useless. 

"No yored ever returned because 
he could bring in an oven duty-free 
or for any other material benefits. 
For quality of life - yes; for his 
children's education - yes; for work 
in some field where he can be crea¬ 
tive - yes. And the same applies to. 
aliya from the Soviet Union.” 

Geula Cohen thought that “every 
drop of time and money" spent on 
yordim was wasted. Better use these 
resources to prevent yerida. 

Uriel Lynn (Likud-Liberals) said 
that the yordim themselves were a 
lost cause: we should try to bring 
back the second generation. We 
should permit them to come here for 
two years before deciding whether 
they want to remain here, and only 
then draft them into the army. Since 
they were not bom here this would 
not be discriminatory vis-d-vis non- 
yordim. * 

BOTH LYNN and Cohen faulted 
Tsur personally for not doing more. 
Cbhen said he has had more to say 
on political issues than on how to 
attract aliya or improve absorption. 
What revolutionary idea had he 
proposed - on rental housing, on 
students, on employment? 

Government representatives and 
spokesmen tend to indulge in too 
much academic analysis of problems 
instead of proposing solutions, Lynn 
charged. Once it was whether there 
was organized crime in Israel. Today 
it is how we define a yored. Who 
cares about such fine points? What is 
important is to consider how to make 
Jews want to live here. 

We levy draconic taxes without 
giving thought to how that may 
affect potential olim, Lynn said. We 
don't understand how important it is 
to have an economy where there is 
really room for' free enterprise, 
where there is ample opportunity for 
energy and initiative. 

Lynn said that while we cannot 
compete with the U.S. in get-rich- 
quiefc opportunities, there are thin gs 
that depend only on us. Like the 
bureaucracy’s attitude towards the 
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citizen - and towards the oleh. A 
visit to the customs station at Lod 
airport, the gateway to Israel, bad 
been a despicable experience, with 
the olim shoved and pushed and 
forced to struggle. 

Dov Ben-Meir proposed (an idea 
he has already submitted in writing) 
the promotion of a town in Israel to 
be built by Jewish communities in 
tbe U.S.. Canada, and South Africa 
for their own people and for Israelis 
who are interested. 

Every family of olim receives a 
total of some £50.000 from 12 or 14 
different agencies, he said. Why not 
give the money in a lump sum to tbe 
organizers of the project? Ben-Meir 
envisaged a town of 25,000 in the 
Modi’in area, conveniently half way 
between Tel Aviv and Jerusalem. 


The other side of the coin. Ts 
said, was (hat only substantial afi 
could ensure that Israelis' do a. 
become cynical about the need 
preserve and fostera strong link wi -

ON LAW AND EQUITY 


ONE CAN never remind the non- 
Jewish world too often that whatever 
measure of humanistic morality has 
so far robbed off onto an erstwhile 
pagan world traces back directly to 
the Jewish scriptures. For that mat¬ 
ter, one can also remind the Jewish 
people of this, in view of their patho¬ 
logical predisposition for destructive 
self-criticism. 

This relates to what Abba Eban 
had to say in his brief article "Back 
to Hammurabi" (The Jerusalem 
Post, June 7). He could have further 
underscored his point by compari¬ 
sons of ancient Hebrew concepts of 
law and justice with those of the 
ancient Greeks and Romans. 
However, the connection between 
all this and Eban's main thrust - his 
objection to the growing sentiment 
in favour of pardoning Jews con¬ 
victed of terrorist activities - is not 
entirely dear. 

That there is nothing intrinsically 
sacred about “law” in tbe abstract is 
unfortunately in need of little de¬ 
monstration;. 

History abounds with cases of in¬ 
justice and atrocities at both the 
individual and collective level that 
were neatly perpetrated in the 
framework of law. The Hammurabi 
Code, dted by Eban. is an example. 
The extermination of the Jews along 
with other legally-defined “sub- 
humans” was likewise carried out by 
tbe Nazis in the framework of the 
Nuremberg Laws. 

Neither has the abuse of law been 
confined historically to totalitarian 
sodeties. It is not so long ago that 
hungry men in England were legally 
hanged for stealing sheep, and 
women charged with witchcraft were 
burnt at tbe stake.

However, where the dry applica¬ 
tion of the law is felt by the majority 
to offend grossly natural justice and 
equity, the law, even in traditionally 
democratic countries, has been 
known to bend to majority senti¬ 
ment. A case in point is that of 
William Joyce, commonly known as 
Lord Haw Haw, at the end of World 
Warn. 

Throughout World War II. Joyce 
served as an English language com¬ 
mentator on the Nazi radio network, 
broadcasting vidous anti-British and 
anti-Allied news propaganda. He 
earned the spedal antipathy of the 
‘British public for bis cynical and 
laconic broadcasts during and fol¬ 
lowing the devastating Nazi 
“blitzes” on British cities. 

After the war, he was brought to 
trial at the Old Bailey and charged 
with treason. During the course of 
the proceedings he produced evi¬ 
dence that he bad left Britain and 
renounced his British dtizenship 
several days prior to the outbreak of 
war. 

Consequently, Joyce was not a 
traitor and could not legally be 
charged with treason. Many if not 
most legal commentators at the time 
were of the opinion that his claim 
was technically valid. 

Nevertheless, the large majority 
of the British people correctly re¬ 
garded Joyce as a traitor and deman¬ 
ded retribution. He was ultimately 
convicted by the court and hanged. 


THE PRIMACY of law in modem 
democracies is not, therefore, a phe¬ 
nomenon existing in its own right. 
Instead, it rests upon a consensus 
that the outcome of foe working of 
tbe law is consistent with tbe general 
perception ofjustice and equity. In 
normal circumstances the consensus 
is firm, and the results of the legal 
process are accepted without re¬ 
serve. 


A SIMILAR conflict between law 
and equity has now emerged in 
Israel. Prior to the recent release of 
hundreds of Arab terrorists, many of 
whom were convicted murderers, 
the large majority of citizens in this 
country were firmly of foe opinion 
that Jewish terrorists, as Arab ter¬ 
rorists, must pay for their folly to the 
full extent of the law. 

Following the mass release, a simi¬ 
lar majority is now convinced that, 
legal niceties aside, foe continued 


detention of Jewish terrorists will 
constitute an insufferable breach of 
natural justice. This is particularly 
so, since the activities of foe Jewish 
terrorists, reprehensible as they are, 
were largely provoked by Arab ter¬ 
ror directed against their families 
and settlements. 

This does nor mean, of course, 
that foe legal process should not be 
permitted to run its full and proper 
course. Those who are venting their 
sense of outrage by attempting to 
frustrate this process are doing both 
their cause and foe country a grave 
disservice indeed. 

However, once foe courts have 
had their say, and sentences have 
been duly handed down, there will 
be no impediment, moral or other¬ 
wise, to mobilizing public opinion in 
support of a constitutional pardon by 
foe president. 

Whether foe Jewish terrorists are 
really “nice fellows” or not is quite 
irrelevant. There may well be among 
them some unsavory characters in¬ 
deed. But is this not even more true 
of those hundreds of freed Arab 
terrorists who are now walking free¬ 
ly in our streets? 

In the context of a constitutional 
p?rdon, foe only relevant considera¬ 
tion will be whether foe release of 
this or that Jewish terrorist will imply 
a future threat to law and order and 
the national interest. These are 
weighty questions that will neces¬ 
sarily have to be decided by compe¬ 
tent authorities on an individual, 
basis. 

Mr. Eban, along with other mem¬ 
bers of the minority opposed to any 
pardon of Jewish terrorists, is per¬ 
fectly entitled to his opinion. But it 
will not do simply to frighten us with 
the bogy of a return to foe Hammur¬ 
abi Code. Israeli democracy is for 
too entrenched for that. 

The rule of law will be no more 
banned by foe constitutional release 
of foe Jewish terrorists than was foe 
British legal system by foe legally 
dubious hangibg of William Joyce. 


TSUR DID NOT speak only, or 
even m ainly , about aliya from foe 
West. He opened with the thousands 
of ohm who arrived last year from 
Ethiopia, and said it was further 
proof of foe State of Israel's assump¬ 
tion of responsibility for foe fate of 
any Jewish community in distress 
that wants to come here. 

He noted with pride that in foe 
past decade 164,000 Jews from foe 
Soviet Union have been absorbed, 
“and they are making an important 
contribution to the consolidation 
and development of foe state." 

Israel has never been given a 
square deal at foe Vienna transit 
centre, Tsur said. The Soviet emig¬ 
rant who opts for foe U.S. knows 
that he does not thereby lose foe 
right to move to Israel later on, but 
the emigrant who chooses Israel for¬ 
feits his right to go to foe U.S. 

He said that even now. before foe 
gates are re-opened, tbe government 
must negotiate with foe U.S. Jewish 
organizations to prevent the recurr¬ 
ence of mass drop-outs in Vienna. 
Tsur also spoke of the other drop¬ 
out problem, which is much more 
serious - assimilation and mixed 
marriage in the Diaspora, which are 
rapidly depleting the ranks of the 
Jewish people. According to a De¬ 
mography Centre forecast published 
last week, these two factors, and 
fewer marriages and a low birth rate, 
will decrease Diaspora Jewry from 
10 million to eight million by the year 
2000, and to five million by 2025.
